This person was dead on arrival at the hospital and was later identified 
as leonard Garland, who was -.anted by the Federal Bureau oi Investigation 
for an offense he committed in another state. 

Officer Tir,pit did not have an accident in 1956. Tirpit is a careful and 
courteous driver and sets a good example with his driving. 

Officer Tippit has not had disciplinary action taken against him since 
entering the depitrtment. 

The excellent judgement and quick thinking of Officer Tippit has been 
consistent throughout the year of 1956. The action and perforr^nce of 
duty by Officer Tippit during 1956 deserves recognition.

While assigned to District 101 we received an attenqjt suicide call 
at m H. Bishop. On our arrival it was found that this was a disturbance 
involving arrested party.
